The aim of every normal man 
and woman is .an old age free 
from care and want. To that end 
most of them toil patiently and 
! Hve closely, seeking to save some¬ 
thing against the day when they 
[can earn no more. And yet the 
[same fate awaits the overwhelming 
moss of them. 

In the life of the toiler there 
are weeks, and sometimes months, 
of enforced idleness, weeks of 
unavoidable idleness, losses from 
cheating and swindling, and then, 
as age creeps on about his forty- 
afth year, a constantly declining 
capacity to eyn, until at fifty-five 
or sixty h<j_Jnds himself helpless 
and destitute. 

There is hardly a more pitiful 
tragedy than the lot of the toiler 
who has struggled all his life to 
gain a competence and who b \ sixty 
years faces the poorh'ouse.

Any toiler who has faithfully 
labored for a meager wage for 
twenty years or more has createil 
more wealth than a pension in old 
age can repay. Every toiler pro- 
duoea more than he is paid. Other¬ 
wise be would not be employed. 
It is a condition of the capitalist 
order of society that the employer 
must get the lion’s share of the 
product. 

The word “pension’’ in this case 
is a misnomer. The payment 
ought to be called either “partial 
restitution’’ or “old folks' compen¬ 
sation.’’
